Since October 1, 2001, Federal Business Opportunities (FedBizOpps) has been designated as the 
single source for all federal government procurement opportunities that exceed $25,000.  All 
federal agencies are required to advertise at this site.  The General Services Administration 
(GSA) Bidder’s Mailing List has been replaced by the FedBizOpps.   In order to register to receive 
procurement announcements from the FedBizOpps (http://www.fedbizopps.gov), you can visit the 
website and under related links "click" on the link for Vendor Notification Service and follow the 
instructions.  Or you may contact the FedBizOpps Help Desk at 877-472-3779 and they will assist 
you in registering for the Vendor Notification Service. 
 
FORECAST OF GSA CONTRACTING OPPORTUNITIES is an annual on-line document that  
lists GSA's anticipated contracting opportunities for the current or upcoming fiscal year, giving 
prospective contractors enough lead time to develop marketing strategies, compile the necessary 
information and carefully prepare proposals.

GSA SUBCONTRACTING DIRECTORY is a listing of large companies who have contracts with 
GSA for goods or services worth $500,000 or more ($1 million or more for construction).

PRO- NET and CENTRAL CONTRACTOR REGISTRATION (CCR), on January 1, 2004, the 
Small Business Administration’s (SBAs) PRO- NET and Department of Defense’s (DODs) Central 
Contractor Registration (CCR) databases were integrated to create one portal for entering and 
searching for small business sources.  This integration assists small businesses with marketing 
their goods and services to the federal government.  CCR is the primary vendor database for the 
Department of Defense (DOD), NASA, Department of Transportation (DOT), and Department of 
Treasury.  

Current and potential government vendors are required to register in CCR in order to do be 
awarded contracts by the DOD, NASA, DOT and Treasury.  Vendors are required to complete a 
one-time registration to provide basic information relevant to procurement and financial 
transactions. Vendors must update or renew their registration annually to maintain an active 
status.  Registration does not, however, guarantee business with the government.  The CCR 
Assistance Center can be reached at 888-227-2423 or 269-961-4725, available 24 hours, 7 days 
a week. 

SUB-NET http://web.sba.gov/subnet  is where prime contactors post subcontracting opportunities.
